TECHNICAL NOTES 


General 


The mandate for the compilation of unem- 
ployment insurance statistics was given to 
Statistics Canada by a 1941 order-in-coun- 
cil. Monthly data have been published since 
1942 in the monthly Preliminary Unemployment 
Insurance Statistics (Catalogue 73-001P) and 
quarterly in the Statistical Report on the 
Operation of the Unemployment Insurance 
Act (Catalogue 73-001). Annual data on con- 
tributors, benefit periods established and 
benefit periods terminated were published in 
the Benefit Periods Established and Termi- 
nated under the Unemployment Insurance Act 
(Catalogue 73-201). Due to considerable 
changes effected by the new unemployment 
insurance act in 1971 and the rescheduling 
of priorities, it has not been possible to 
obtain annual data since the last published 
report in 1971. This catalogue comprises 
statistics from 1972 to 1978 and hereafter 
will be published annually. 


Sources of Data and Coverage 


The Unemployment Insurance Act, 1971 
covers virtually all paid workers in the 
labour force and members of the Armed 
Forces. The main exceptions are low paid 
workers, for example, those earning less 
than $48 in 1978 and persons 70 years of age 
and over (reduced to 65 years in 1976). In 
order to qualify for benefits, a claimant 
must be available for and capable of work, 
unable to find suitable employment and have 
the necessary qualifying requirements. 


Effective December 4, 1977, a variable 
entrance of 10 to 14 weeks of insurable 
employment was introduced for persons apply- 
ing for benefits. The number of weeks re- 
quired to qualify for benefits relates to 
the rate of unemployment prevailing in the 
region of residence of the claimant. For 
example, a person residing in a region with 
an unemployment rate of over 9% would need 
10 weeks of insurable employment to qualify; 
a rate of 6% or less increases the number of 
necessary qualifying weeks of insurable 
employment to 14. Previously, eight weeks 
was the minimum required to qualify for 
benefits regardless of the rate of unemploy- 
ment. 


Data in this report consist of four main 
parts: (a) contributors (b) beneficiaries 
(c) benefit periods established and (d) 
benefit periods terminated. The statistics 
are based on a 10% sample of those contribu- 
tors and claimants whose Social Insurance 
Number ends with "5". It exludes claims 


NOTES TECHNIQUES 


Généralités 


La responsabilité de compiler des statistiques 
sur l'assurance-chômage a été confiée par décret 
à Statistique Canada en 1941. Depuis 1942, des 
données mensuelles ont été publiées dans le bul- 
letin mensuel Statistiques provisoires sur l'as- 
surance-chômage (n° 73-001P au catalogue) et dans 
le bulletin trimestriel Rapport statistique sur 
l'application de la Loi sur l'assurance-chômage 
(n° 73-001 au catalogue). Des données annuelles 
sur les cotisants et sur les périodes de pres- 
tations établies et terminées paraissent dans la 
publication Périodes de prestations établies et 
terminées aux termes de la Loi sur l'assurance- 
chômage (n° 73-201 au catalogue). En raison des 
modifications importantes apportées par la nou- 
velle Loi sur l'assurance-chômage en 1971 et du 
remaniement des priorités, il a été impossible 
d'obtenir des données annuelles depuis la publi- 
cation du dernier bulletin en 1971. La présente 
publication contient des statistiques pour la 
période allant de 1972 à 1978; les bulletins 
ultérieurs présenteront des données annuelles. 


Source des données et champ d'observation 


La loi sur l'assurance-chômage de 19/71 vise 
pratiquement tous les travailleurs rémunérés dans 
la population active et les membres des Forces 
armées. Les principales exceptions sont les 
petits salariés (par exemple, ceux qui gagnaient 
moins de $48 en 1978) et les personnes de 70 ans 
et plus (limite abaissée 4 65 ans en 1976).

Depuis le 4 décembre 1977, toute personne qui 
fait une demande de prestations doit justifier de 
10 à 14 semaines d'emploi assurable.

The beneficiary, benefit periods estab- 
lished and terminated data were furnished by 
the Canada Employment and Immigration Com- 
mission from complete files maintained for 
each claimant. 


Sample Design 


The statistics given in this report are 
based on a sample of contributors and claim- 
ants. This sample has been selected by col- 
lecting all information on contributors and 
claimants whose Social Insurance Number has 
a "5" as the ninth (last) digit, from the 
sources as indicated above. A detailed re- 
view by Statistics Canada has verified that, 
under this selection technique, a sample 
with the properties of a random sample is 
generated, 


Since the data in this publication are 
based on this 10% sample, all figures shown 
should be viewed as estimates, each having 
an associated sampling error. Estimates for 
totals are produced by multiplying the total 
derived from the sample by the inverse of 
the probability of selection; that is, in 
this case, by "10". Averages shown are the 
averages as calculated directly from the 
sample information. 


Reliability of Estimates 


Estimates based on a selected sample of 
records may differ from the figures that 
would have been obtained had a complete 
census of records been taken. The standard 
error is primarily used as the measure of 
this sampling variability - that is, of 
variations that occur because a sample 
rather than the whole population is sur- 
veyed. Normally, the chances are about two 
in three that the differences between the 
estimate and the corresponding census figure 
would be less than one standard error and 
about 19 in 20 that this difference would be 
less than two standard errors.

Standard errors associated with any 
estimate of total number of claimants and 
contributors can be made available by con- 
tacting Statistics Canada. Standard errors 
for dollar figures and averages are not 
available. 


Benefits and Insurable Earnings 


From July 1, 1971 to January 7, 1979, the 
benefit rate for all claims is two thirds(1) 
of the average weekly insurable earnings in 
the qualifying period. A ceiling for in- 
surable earnings is calculated each year by 
using the base year 1972 amount of $150 mul- 
tiplied by an annual Earnings Index as de- 
termined by the wages and salaries paid in 
Canada. A table elsewhere in these notes 
provides data on contributions, insurable 
earnings and maximum weekly benefit from 
1972660) 1978. 


A claimant on regular benefit is allowed 
to have work-related income up to 25% of the 
weekly benefit without reduction of 
benefits. 


Persons with 20 or more weeks of insur- 
able employment (so-called major attachment 
claimants) in the qualifying period are 
eligible for a wider range of benefits which 
include sickness, maternity and retirement 
payments. 


All claimants must serve a _ two-week 
waiting period before benefits become pay- 
able. 


From 1972 to September 10, 1977, the 
benefit structure consisted of five phases - 
an initial benefit period (benefits paid up 
to 15 weeks), a re-established initial bene- 
fit period (up to 10 weeks), a labour 


(1) From 1972 to 1975, the benefit rate was 
75% for claimants with dependents and 
whose average qualifying earnings are 
equal to or less than one third of the 
maximum weekly insurable earnings. In 
the third phase of the extended benefit 
period, the rate was 75% for claimants 
with a dependent regardless of insurable 
earnings.

force extended phase (up to 18 weeks), a 
national extended phase (up to 8 weeks) and 
a regional extended phase (up to 18 weeks). 
The maximum number of weeks for which bene- 
fit may be paid was 51 weeks. From September 
11, 1977 a three phase benefit structure was 
adopted, as follows: an initial benefit 
phase (up to 25 weeks), a labour force ex- 
tended phase (up to 13 weeks) and a regional 
extended phase (up to 32 weeks). The maximum 
payout was reduced to 50 weeks. This period 
could be increased in the case of claimants 
participating in developmental programs such 
as training. 


Financing 


A tripartite system of premiums has been 
established whereby employers, employees and 
the federal government contribute to pay for 
the cost of the Unemployment Insurance 
program. 


The rate of premium for any given year is 
set as a percentage of insurable earnings in 
the year. In 1978, for example, the employee 
rate is 1.5% of weekly insurable earnings. 
Therefore, on maximum weekly insurable earn- 
ings of $240, the top employee premium is 
$3.60. The employer pays 1.4 times the 
employee rate. The following table shows 
details since 1972:

Le taux de cotisation pour une année donnée 
est calculé en pourcentage des gains assurables 
au cours de l'année. En 1978, par exemple, le 
taux de cotisation des salariés s'établissait à 
1.54 des gains hebdomadaires assurables. Par con- 
séquent, pour le maximum des gains hebdomadaires 
assurables, soit $240, le salarié payait une co- 
tisation de $3.60. La contribution de l'employeur 
est égale à 1.4 fois la cotisation du salarié.

Terms and Definitions 


Contributor 


This represents a person in insurable 
employment for whom deductions from earnings 
are made for unemployment insurance in a 
given year. Employers submit annually to 
Revenue Canada, Taxation, a T4S slip showing 
the amount deducted for each employee. 


An estimate is also made monthly in the 
catalogue reports 73-001P and 73-001 of 
Persons Exposed to Unemployment Insurance 
(Insured Population). This estimate is 
based mainly on data from the Labour Force 
Survey comprising paid workers (employed and 
unemployed) from the ages of 15 to 70 (65 
years since 1976). 


The labour force derived estimates 
(taking the greatest number in a month in 
any given year) tend to be lower than those 
from Revenue Canada as, apart from source 
and definition differences, the labour force 
estimate is at a point in time - a specific 
week for a certain month - while the Revenue 
Canada estimate is an unduplicated count of 
contributors for a given year of any indi- 
vidual who worked for wages or salaries at 
any time during the year. 


Beneficiary 


This represents the number of persons 
receiving $1.00 or more of unemployment 
insurance benefit in a given year. This is 
an unduplicated count of beneficiaries for 
the calendar year and should not be compared 
with the monthly count of beneficiaries pub- 
lished in catalogues 73-001P or 73-001 as 
the latter count is based on the number of 
persons drawing benefit for a specific week 
each month. 


Benefit Period Established (BPE) 


A benefit period is established for a 
claimant which denotes the existence of 
benefit rights if there is an interruption 
of earnings and sufficient number of weeks 
of insurable employment in the qualifying 
period. It does not necessarily follow that 
a BPE for a person means that benefit pay- 
ments have been made. In some cases, persons 
are disqualified or disentitled and may not 
draw any benefit or may have found work 
before benefits become payable. 
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Termes et définitions 


Cotisant 


Ce terme désigne une personne ayant un emploi 
assurable et pour laquelle des retenues sur les 
gains sont prélevées au titre de l'assurance- 
chômage au cours d'une année donnée, Chaque 
année, les employeurs présentent à Revenu Canada

Les publications n°S 73-001P et 73-001 au 
catalogue présentent également chaque mois une 
estimation des Personnes contribuant à l'assu- 
rance-chômage (population assurable). Cette 
estimation est fondée principalement sur les don- 
nées de l'enquête sur la population active visant 
les travailleurs rémunérés (personnes occupées et 
chômeurs) de 15 à 70 ans (65 ans depuis 1976). 

Les estimations produites à partir de l'en- 
quête sur la population active (fondées sur le 
nombre le plus élevé observé au cours d'un mois 
d'une année donnée) tendent à être inférieures à 
celles de Revenu Canada car, outre les différen- 
ces au chapitre de la source et des définitions, 
l'estimation de l'enquête sur la population 
active est établie à un moment déterminé - une 
semaine précise d'un mois donné - tandis que 
celle de Revenu Canada est produite sans doubles 
comptes et représente, pour une année donnée, le 
nombre de cotisants qui ont travaillé contre 
rémunération à un moment quelconque au cours de 
l'année. 


Bénéficiaires 


Il s'agit du nombre de personnes qui touchent 
des prestations d'assurance-chômage de $1.00 ou 
plus au cours d'une année. C'est le nombre, sans 
double compte, de béméficiaires au cours de 
l'année civile; il ne doit pas être comparé au 
nombre mensuel de béméficiaires publié dans les 
bulletins n°S 73-001P ou 73-001 au catalogue, car 
ce dernier chiffre est fondé sur le nombre de 
personnes qui touchent des prestations pendant 
une semaine précise chaque mois. 


Période de prestations établie (PPE) 


Une période de prestations est établie à 
l'égard d'un prestataire qui a droit aux presta- 
tions parce que ses gains sont interrompus et 
parce qu'il justifie d'un nombre suffisant de 
semaines d'emploi assurable au cours de la 
période de référence. Cela ne signifie pas 
nécessairement que la personne pour laquelle une 
période de prestations a été établie a touché des 
prestations. Dans certains cas, les personnes 
sont exclues ou inadmissibles et ne peuvent tou- 
cher de prestations, ou elles ont trouvé un em- 
ploi avant que les prestations commencement à 


être versées. 


The number of benefit periods established 
is not synonymous with the number of clai- 
mants establishing benefit periods. A clai- 
mant may establish more than one benefit 
period in a calendar year. 


Benefit Period Terminated (BPT) or Termi-— 
nated Claim 


A benefit period terminates when benefit 
is no longer payable. This occurs when a 
claimant has received all the benefits to 
which he or she is entitled or the period 
during which benefit is payable has ended. 


A claim terminating in a particular year 
may have been established in a previous 
year. 


Interruption of Earnings 


This term means that interruption occur- 
ring in the earnings of an insured person 
when after a period of employment with an 
employer the insured person has a lay-off or 
separation from the employment or a reduc- 
tion in hours for that employer resulting in 
a prescribed reduction in earnings. 


Qualifying Period 


The qualifying period of an insured 
person is generally the 52 weeks which im- 
mediately precede the commencement of a 
benefit period. 


Type of Benefit 


When the interruption of earnings is 
directly related to employment (e.g., short- 
age of work) the type of benefit period 
established is regular. When the interrup- 
tion is caused by illness, the benefit type 
is sickness. Similarly pregnancy will re- 
sult in maternity benefit. Persons reach- 
ing the age of 65 are entitled to retirement 
benefit, whether or not there has been an 
interruption of earnings. (At age 65, 
coverage for unemployment insurance 
ceases.)(2) 


Seasonal fishing benefit is payable to 
claimants who fail to qualify for regular 
benefit, but have a sufficient number of 
weeks of insurable employment which include 
some fishing insured weeks. 


(2) Prior to 1976, retirement benefit was 
payable to “a claimant who is 70 years 
of age or over or to whom a retirement 
pension has at any time become payable 
under the Canada Pension Plan or Quebec 
Pension Plan, at which time contribu- 
tions and benefit entitlement ceases".

Période de prestations terminée (PPT) 


Une période de prestations prend fin lorsqu'il 
n'y a plus lieu de verser les prestations. Cela 
se produit lorsque le bénéficiaire a touché 
toutes les prestations auxquelles il avait droit 
ou lorsque la période de prestations est termi- 
née. 


Une période de prestations qui prend fin au 
cours d'une année donnée peut avoir été établie 
au cours d'une année antérieure. 


Interruption des gains 


Ce terme désigne l'interruption des gains 
d'une personne assurée lorsque cette derniére est 
mise à pied après une période d'emploi chez un 
employeur ou que ses heures de travail chez cet 
employeur sont réduites, ce qui entraîne une 


réduction prescrite des gains. 


Période de référence 


En règle générale, la période de référence 
d'une personne assurée représente les 52 semaines 
qui précèdent le début d'une période de presta- 


‘tions. 


Genre de prestations 


Lorsque l'interruption des gains est directe- 
ment liée à l'emploi (par ex., une pénurie de 
travail), une période de prestations ordinaires 
est établie. Si l'interruption est attribuable à 
la maladie ou à une grossesse, il s'agit de 
prestations de maladie ou de maternité. Les 
personnes qui atteignent l'âge de 65 ans sont 
admissibles aux prestations de retraite, qu'elles 
aient ou non subi une interruption de leurs 
gains. (A 65 ans, le travailleur n'est plus 
assuré(2)). 


Des prestations de pêche saisonnières sont 
versées aux prestataires qui ne sont pas admis- 
sibles aux prestations ordinaires, mais qui 
justifient d'un nombre suffisant de semaines 
d'emploi assurable comprenant quelques semaines 
de travail assurable dans le domaine de la pêche.

When a benefit period is established, the 
claim type assigned depends upon the reason 
for the interruption of earnings. However, 
a claimant may be paid more than one type of 
benefit during a claim. For example, regu- 
lar and sickness, or sickness and maternity 
benefit may be paid. Table 11 shows claims 
on which only one type of benefit has been 
paid, and more than one type of benefit 
occurs (mixed type). 


Age 


The age of a person is calculated by de- 
ducting the last two digits of the year of 
birth from the observation year, minus one. 
For example, a person born in 1940 would be 
37 years of age in 1978. 


Claimant 


Since revision of the Act in July 1977, a 
claimant is defined as a person who applies 
or has applied for benefit. Prior to this 
date, a claimant meant an insured person who 
has applied for or is in receipt of benefit. 


Benefit Payments 


Amount of benefit paid. This represents the 
total amount of all benefit payments for the 
terminated claim including deductions for 
income tax. 


Number of weeks of benefit paid. This repre- 
sents the total number of weeks of benefits 
paid for the terminated claim including full 
and partial weeks 


Average number of weeks. Is calculated by 
dividing the total number of weeks of bene- 
fits paid by the number of terminated 
claims. 


Average weekly benefit. Is calculated by 
dividing the total amount of benefit pay- 
ments for terminated claims by the number of 
weeks of benefit paid. 


Average amount of benefit. Is calculated by 
dividing the total amount of benefit 
payments for terminated claims by the number 
of terminated claims.

Est calculée en divisant 
le montant total des prestations versées au cours 
des périodes terminées par le nombre de périodes 
terminées.
